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Biileveld consents to evaluate Kingdom's guarantee function 


THE HAGUE-Dutch State 
Secretary of Kingdom 
Relations Ank Bijleveld- 
Schouten on Tuesday agreed 
to make an evaluation of the 
guarantee function of the 
Kingdom as stated in article 
43 of the Charter. She will 
do this at the request of the 
Second Chamber. 

During a meeting with 
Parliament’s Permanent 
Committee of Antillean and 
Aruban Affairs NAAZ in The 
Hague Tuesday, Bijleveld- 
Schouten said she considered 
this a good idea, in light of the 
constitutional reform in the 
Dutch Kingdom. 

Member of Parliament 
(MP) Ronald van Raak of 
the Socialist Party (SP) first 
brought up the idea of an 
analysis of the guarantee 
function. He asked the 
State Secretary to prepare a 
document in which she would 
elaborate on the guarantee 
function and her vision for 
the future on this task of the 
Kingdom Government. 

He said there were several 
cases of “structural failure,” 
such as good governance, 
and the Isla refinery and Bon 
Futuro prison - both located 


on Curasao. Article 43 gives 
the Kingdom Government the 
authority to intervene in cases 
of structural failure. 

MP Jan Schinkelshoek of the 
Christian Democratic Party 
CDA agreed that the issue of 
the guarantee function needed 
a thorough reflection. “Where 
does our responsibility start 
and where does it end? What 
exactly is this guarantee 
function? What is the basis 
and what exactly do we expect 
of each other?” he asked. 
Schinkelshoek said this issue 
led to agitation on both sides 
of the ocean, and the concerns 
expressed by the Second 
Chamber were mostly well- 
intended. 

MP Johan Remkes of the 
liberal democratic VVD party 
shared his colleagues’ opinion 
that a broad analysis of the 
guarantee function was a good 
plan. He said on a regular 
basis, there were discussions 
on this function and the use of 
it. 

“We need clarity, because the 
Second Chamber is doing the 
splits on this issue,” he said. 
Remkes said the Netherlands 
should learn the art of letting 
go, also financially letting 


go. He said analysing the 
guarantee function was also 
important in light of future 
changes to the Charter. 
Bijleveld-Schouten said the 
analysis would be broad-based 
and include three aspects, 
namely the Charter, a long¬ 
term vision on the Kingdom, 
and the constitutional change. 
She said she had already been 
considering drawing up an 
assessment of the relations in 
the Kingdom and the way the 
partners in this Constellation 
should deal with each other. 
MP Ineke van Gent of the 
green left party GroenLinks 
made clear that the review of 
the guarantee function should 
not put this authority on hold 
while this issue was being 
looked at. Van Gent asked 
Bijleveld-Schouten last week 
to make use of article 43 to 
intervene in the Isla refinery 
and Bon Futuro prison in 
Curasao because, in her 
opinion, authorities in Curasao 
were structurally failing to 
solve the problems. 

B ij le veld- S chouten as sured 
Van Gent that this certainly 
would not be the case. 
She referred to the fact the 
Kingdom Council of Ministers 
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in December to use article 43 
when Aruba refused to vote 
in favour of the Kingdom 
law to regulate the Common 
Court of Justice in the new 
constitutional relations. 

By invoking article 43, 


Aruba’s endorsement was no 
longer necessary to approve 
this piece of draft legislation. 
The Kingdom Government 
also used this article in the 
1990s to place St. Maarten 
under higher supervision. 


Richard Gibson says 

Spots and websites to 
lure referendum voters 

WILLEMSTAD—The campaign for the referendum on the 
constitutional future of Curagao this May 15 is heating up. 

The opponents of the current trajectory have united into the 
organisation “Vota No” (Vote No) and have launched their own 
website: www.vota-no.com. Also the “Yes” camp has, in the 
meantime, created a website: www.kuradigital.com. 

On the website “Vota No” is up-to-date information as to “why the 
population must vote ‘No’ on the day of the referendum.” There 
are several documents and news-articles, and short videos in which 
the current constitutional process was dealt with. 

Kuradigital.com shows the time left (in days, hours, minutes and 
seconds) for the referendum to take place. There were also a lot of 
videos with former PAR prime minister Etienne Ys participating in 
several talk shows. 

The site also shows readers’ opinions and other documents about 
the referendum. 

MAN party leader Charles Cooper did not want to say much about 
the activities of “Vota No,” but did indicate there were several 
spots on local radio and TV. He said there was going to be a grand 
manifestation with cultural and social activities, as well as an 
exchange of information in Hofi Biesheuvel this Saturday. 

During a meeting in Because Entertainment Centre last Saturday, 
coalition partners PAR, FOL and PNP, advocated a “Yes” in the 
referendum, and officially joined hands for a joint campaign. They 
agreed that the parties will run the campaign for a “Yes” separately, 
but mutually. 

The campaign team formed especially for this consisted of Gimena 
van der Gen (PNP), Glenn Sulvaran (PAR), and Harry Krafft 
Walters (FOL). According to the three parties, their campaign was 
going to focus on the “truths of a yes” in the referendum, based 
on valid arguments, and contradict the “empty arguments of the 
opponents.” 

Cooper was very pleased with the campaign that the “No” voters 
have run until now. He said the parties MAN, NPA and FK were 
behind ‘Vota No’, but “everybody that is for no.” 

The organisation, for which a foundation was being established, 
was willing to work together with other organisations which were 
also advocating a “No,” Cooper said. 

He said there was a good relationship with PS leader Helmin Wiels, 
with whom MAN together with NPA, had been in the Aliansa 
Patriotiko (AP) for some time. However, this cooperation failed 
after the other three parties blamed PS for not having stuck to the 
agreements. 

“But there are more roads that lead to Rome and we are willing to 
work with everybody that wants to reach Rome. It doesn’t matter 
how you get there, as long as you get to Rome. That’s what we 
want.” 

“We had a lot of deliberations lately with, among others, lawyer 
Eldon ‘Pepi’ Sulvaran, to figure out how we can assist each other 
in this coming period. We don’t want to get in each other’s way,” 
Cooper said. 

The package the Island Territory, Central Government, and other 
Kingdom partners have negotiated was mentioned during the 
meeting of the coalition partners last Saturday. According to a 
press release of the advocates of the current process, this meeting 
must be considered as a prelude of the “Yes” campaign that has 
now started in earnest. 

According to these parties, a mutual campaign had lots of 
advantages and the campaign can be run more efficiently and more 
effectively, while a stronger block can be formed to run a political 
information campaign. Q 





















GM says can survive March without new U.S. aid 


DETROIT (Reuters) - General 
Motors Corp (GM.N) has told 
U.S. officials that it can survive 
without $2 billion in additional 
aid that it had requested to get 
through March, the automaker 
said on Thursday. 

GM said in a statement that it 
had been able to defer the first 
tranche of its aid request after 
stepping up the pace of planned 
cost-cutting and holding back 
on some spending that had 
been planned for January and 
February. 

However, it remains unclear 
whether the development will 
result in a scaled-back overall 
request for assistance on top 
of the $13.4 billion bailout 
approved in December. 

“A lot depends on how the 
market and the economy goes. 
We’ve run a little ahead on 
some of the cost reduction 
stuff, which is good, but at this 
point the market is still tough,” 
GM Chief Executive Rick 
Wagoner said on the sidelines 
of a business conference in 
Washington. “We haven’t 
updated it.” 

An Obama administration 
task force headed by Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner and 
White House economic adviser 
Larry Summers is considering 
GM’s request for more than 
$16 billion in additional help 
and a separate request for up to 
$5 billion from Chrysler. 
Chrysler received $4 billion in 
the same bailout package that 
was extended to GM last year. 
The task force has until the end 
of March for its deliberations 
as GM works to secure 
new concessions from its 
bondholders and the United 
Auto Workers union to cut 


its debt by a combined $28 
billion. 

Shares of GM jumped after 
the announcement and closed 
up 17 percent to $2.18 in New 
York trade. 

Despite GM’s decision on 
Thursday, the White House 
is still taking a deliberate 
approach for dealing with the 
distressed auto industry. 

“In terms of what GM has 
announced today, I don’t 
know whether that makes the 
current job that much easier,” 
said White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs of task force 
decision-making. 

“We still, as the president has 
said, have to come up with a 
long-term solution that retools 
and re-imagines the auto 
industry so it is sustainable. 
That’s the goal of the task force 
and I think they are working 
toward that quickly.” 

Gibbs said Obama has been 
briefed on progress of the task 
force. 

The White House also said 
the task force is focusing on 
struggling suppliers, who 
serve U.S. and overseas 
manufacturers and have also 
sought billions in government 
assistance to stay in business. 
Wagoner also expressed 
concerns about that sector on 
Thursday. 

“I think the state of the supply 
base is difficult. We’re watching 
it closely and we’re trying to 
work with them and we need to 
do that,” Wagoner said. 

On Wednesday, the top U.S. 
executive of Toyota Motor 
Corp (7203.T) told reporters 
that the company is concerned 
with the health of about 100 
suppliers but is worried about

20 to 30 within that group. Jim 
Lentz said Toyota is working 
on contingencies to offset any 
possible supply disruption. 

GM burned through $5 billion 
in the fourth quarter and ended 
the year reliant on the first $4 
billion in loans it received from 
the Treasury. 

Under the restructuring plan 
submitted to the government in 
mid-February, GM had forecast 
that it would bum through 
another $5.1 billion in January 


and Febmary. 

It was not immediately clear 
how the cost-cutting efforts 
GM made in the first months 
of the quarter had affected its 
projected cash burn rate. 

One area of cost concern 
for GM and other domestic 
automakers is healthcare, 
which was discussed at a White 
House fomm held in Dearborn, 
Michigan, on Thursday. 

“GM is one of the largest 
private payers in healthcare 


in the country covering a 
million individuals and we 
have stmggled with our health 
care costs,” Shelly Hoffmann, 
Director of Health Care Plans 
at GM said. 

“Cars produced in Canada cost 
$1,000 less than cars produced 
in the United States simply 
because of healthcare costs. 
We’ve got to turn that around,” 
said Melody Bames, director 
of the White House Domestic 
Policy Council. □

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Stocks rally on good news for banks, GM, retailers

NEW YORK - Investors have 
been clamoring for months 
for a bit of good news. On 
Thursday, they got a load of

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The Dow Jones industrials 
shot up 240 points to a two- 
week high of 7,170, bringing 
its gains over the past three 
days to 622 points, or 9.5 
percent. It was the index’s 
biggest three-day jump since 
last November. Surprisingly 
positive signals this week 
from companies across all 
industries, particularly banks, 
have made traders think twice 
about continuing to drive 
stocks lower. It’s too soon to 
tell whether this week’s upturn 
is the beginning of a bull 
market or simply a temporary 
rally within a bear market, 
but either way there has been 
a pronounced change in Wall 
Street’s tone. 

“How all this turned around 
in a week, I don’t know,” 
said Scott Bleier, president of 
CreateCapital Advisors. “But 
it’s certainly a better outlook 
than how it looked two weeks 
ago.” 

The rally got an extra dose 
of adrenaline Thursday after 
an accounting board told 
Congress it may recommend 
an easing in financial reporting 
rules of tough-to-sell assets 
— a change that banks say 
would help their bottom lines. 
Upheaval in the banking 
industry has been dogging the 
market since 2007, and hope 
that banks might finally get 
relief in how they value their 
bad assets spurred a flurry of 
buying on Wall Street. 

“We might find that the banks 
are not as bad, or not bad at 
all, if these assets are marked 


differently,” said Doreen 
Mogavero, president of the 
New York floor brokerage 
Mogavero, Lee & Co. 
Better-than-expected retail 
sales figures also helped 
stocks, as did positive news 
from four Dow companies: 
Bank of America Corp., 
General Electric Co., General 
Motors Corp., and Pfizer Inc. 
GE’s credit rating was cut by 
less than expected, GM said it 
will not need a $2 billion loan 
it previously requested from 
the government, and Pfizer 
reported a successful cancer 
drug trial. Bank of America’s 
CEO told reporters his bank 
was profitable in January 
and February. Citigroup 
Inc. triggered this week’s 
rally Tuesday with similar 
remarks. 

No one is calling the end to 
the selling on Wall Street. 
The economic picture is too 
uncertain, and much of this 
week’s rally has been driven 
by technical factors. One 
of those factors is traders’ 
inclination to buy stock to 
cover “short” bets, or bets that 
a stock will fall. But it’s been 
the most reassuring week in 
months for the stock market. 
The Dow Jones Wilshire 5000 
index, which reflects nearly 
all stocks traded in America, 
has jumped 11.2 percent over 
the past three sessions. That’s 
a paper gain of $900 billion.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. -

He jumped off the stage during 
a short performance at the 
LIV nightclub early Thursday 
morning and confronted an 
audience member who was 
heckling him.

Hundreds of people packed the 
nightclub at the Fontainebleau 
Miami Beach hotel after the 
doors opened at 10:30 p.m.

Several of those in the 
audience said they came just 
to see Phoenix, who left them 
cooling their heels for almost 
four hours while disc jockeys 
played house and hip-hop 
music. 

Phoenix came out on stage 
before 2 a.m., smoking a 
cigarette and wearing a 
disheveled dark suit, sneakers 
and his scraggly long hair and 
beard. 

He began rapping to a beat 
played by the DJ and nodding 
to the music, although most of 
the lyrics were unintelligible. 
Then he responded to someone 
who appeared to be heckling 
him in the audience near the 
stage. 

“We have a (double-expletive) 
in the audience,” he said before 
jumping into the crowd. It was

‘Deeply sorry and ashamed’ 
Bernard Madeff pleads guilty

NEW YORK (AP) — Careful 
to blame only himself, a 
“deeply sorry and ashamed” 
Bernard Madoff pleaded 
guilty Thursday to pulling 
off what could be the biggest, 
most spectacular swindle Wall 
Street has even seen, and was 
sent off to jail in handcuffs 
to the applause of his furious 
victims. 

“I realized that my arrest and 
this day would inevitably 
come,” Madoff said in a 
courtroom crammed with 
many of the investors he 
cheated out of billions of 
dollars. 

The 70-year-old financier 
could get up to 150 years in 
prison at sentencing June 
16 on 11 counts, including 
securities fraud and perjury. 
He could also be fined and 
ordered to pay restitution to 
his victims and forfeit any ill- 
gotten gains. 

In a long, detailed statement 
delivered in a soft but steady 
voice, Madoff implicated no 
one but himself in the vast 
Ponzi scheme. He said he 
started it as a short-term way 
to weather the early-1990s 
recession, and was unable to 
extricate himself as the years 
went by. 

“I am actually grateful for 
this opportunity to publicly 
comment about my crimes, 
for which I am deeply sorry 
and ashamed,” Madoff said 
in his first public comments 
about his crimes since the $65 
billion scandal broke in early 
December. 

The scandal turned a well- 
respected investment 

professional — Madoff was 
once chairman of the Nasdaq 
exchange — into a symbol 
of Wall Street greed amid 
the economic meltdown. The 
public fury toward him was 
so great that he was known 


to wear a bulletproof vest to 
court. 

U.S. District Judge Denny 
Chin promptly revoked the $ 10 
million bail that had allowed 
Madoff to remain free since 
he confessed to his sons three 
months ago. In ordering him 
jailed, the judge said Madoff 
had the means to flee and an 
incentive to do so because of 
his age. The court appearance 
came as a disappointment to 
many of Madoff’s investors, 
who hoped to hear him say 
who might have helped him 
pull off the scam, and where 
the money went. 

Because Madoff pleaded 
guilty as charged, without any 
kind of deal with prosecutors, 
he is under no obligation to 
cooperate with them. As a 
result, some legal experts and 
others have speculated that 
he is sacrificing himself to 
protect his wife, his family 
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and friends. 

“He’s trying to save the rest of 
his family,” said investor Judith 
Welling. “We need to find out 
who else was involved, and 
we need, obviously, to freeze 
the assets of all those people 
involved to help the victims.” 
There was a smattering of 
applause after the judge 
announced Madoff would 
go directly to jail — the 
drab, windowless high-rise 
Metropolitan Correctional 
Center next door to the 
courthouse to await sentencing. 
But that did not lessen his 
victims’ anger or satisfy their 
desire for retribution. 

“So he spends the rest of his 
life in jail — is that justice? 
People’s lives are ruined,” 
said Adriane Biondo of Los 
Angeles, one of five members 
of her family who lost money 
with Madoff.

BAGHDAD (AP) — A court convicted an Iraqi journalist of 
assault Thursday for hurling his shoes at George W. Bush and 
sentenced him to three years in prison, prompting an angry 
outburst from his family and calls for his release from Iraqis 
who consider him an icon for a nation decimated by war. 
Muntadhar al-Zeidi, 30, defiantly shouted “long live Iraq” as 
the sentence was imposed, according to defense lawyers.

“He’s sitting in jail? 
That’s awesome,” she said 
sarcastically. “Where’s the 
money, Bemie?” 

DeWitt Baker, an investor who 
attended the hearing and said 
he lost more than $1 million 
with Madoff, said: “I’d stone 
him to death.” 

Prosecutors gave assurances 
they are investigating Madoff’s 
wife and other family members 
and employees to determine 
what role, if any, they played 
in scam. 


“A lot of resources and effort 
are being expended, both to 
find assets and to find anyone 
else who may be responsible 
for this fraud,” federal 
prosecutor Marc Litt said. 

In court documents, 
prosecutors put the amount 
of the fraud at $64.8 billion. 
However, experts said that 
the actual loss was probably 
much less and that the higher 
number reflects the false 
profits Madoff told investors 
they were making. So far, 
authorities have located only 
about $1 billion for investors. 


Prosecutors have already 
said low-level employees in 
Madoff’s New York offices 
participated by mailing out 
tens of thousands of phony 
monthly statements and 
trading confirmations to make 
it look as if customers were 
making money in the market. 
Some investors suspect their 
money ended up in the hands 
of Madoff’s wife, Ruth. She 
was not in court Thursday. But 
the mere mention of her name 
drew jeers and laughter. 

In one instance, defense lawyer 
Ira Sorkin was describing 
how Madoff had, “at his 
wife’s own expense,” paid 
for security at his $7 million 
penthouse in Manhattan. 

Loud laughter erupted among 
some of the more than 100 
spectators crammed into the 
courtroom on the 24th floor 
of the federal courthouse in 
lower Manhattan. There was 
more snickering when Sorkin 
mentioned Mrs. Madoff’s 
“small residence in France.” 
His thousands of victims 
included individuals, trusts, 
pension funds, hedge funds 
and nonprofit organizations. 
The scheme wiped out people’s 


fortunes, ruined charities and 
foundations, and apparently 
pushed at least two investors 
to commit suicide. 

Investors big and small were 
swindled, from Florida retirees 
to celebrities such as Steven 
Spielberg, actor Kevin Bacon 
and Hall of Fame pitcher Sandy 
Koufax. Many of Madoff’s 
victims were Jews and Jewish 
charities, which trusted him 
because he is Jewish. Those 
cheated included Nobel Peace 
Prize winner and Holocaust 
survivor Elie Wiesel. 

In court Thursday, Madoff 
— a stocky figure, clad in a 
charcoal-gray suit, with swept- 
back, wavy gray hair — said 
he began the scheme during 
the last recession, when “I felt 
compelled to satisfy my clients’ 
expectations, at any cost.” 
He did not put his investors’ 
money into the market, as 
he claimed. Instead, it was a 
Ponzi scheme, or a pyramid, in 
which early investors are paid 
off with money taken in from 
later ones. “When I began the 
Ponzi scheme I believed it 
would end shortly and I would 
be able to extricate myself 
and my clients from the 


scheme,” he said. “However, 
this proved difficult, and 
ultimately impossible, and as 
the years went by I realized 
that my arrest and this day 
would inevitably come.” 

In Washington, White House 
spokesman Robert Gibbs said: 
“The president is glad that 
swift justice will happen.” 
Gibbs said the Obama 
administration will do 
everything possible to 
ensure strict enforcement of 
securities regulations “and 
hope that through those 
actions that that kind of greed 
and irresponsibility and that 
kind of criminal activity never 
happens again.” 

Before the court hearing, 
helicopters circled above 
the courthouse, and federal 
officers with automatic 
weapons stood outside. 
Investors signed in before 
entering the courtroom. 

“I wanted him to see some 
of the faces of the people he 
lied to and destroyed,” said 
Cynthia Friedman, 59, of 
Jericho, New York. She and her 
husband, Richard, said Madoff 
defrauded them of their life 
savings of $3 millionQ

4-day school woek gains momentum amid recession

The state is falling short of its $3 million energy savings goal, but has reduced the amount of overtime 
it pays and is saving more than $200,000 in custodial contracts since switching to a schedule where 
employees work 10 hours a day, four days a week.

TAMPA, Florida (AP) — 
With U.S. school districts 
strapped for cash, more 
are considering a schedule 
that delights students and 
makes working parents 
cringe: Class only four days 
a week. 

By extending school 
hours and eliminating a 
day of classes each week, 
education officials say 
they could save busloads 
of money on transportation 
and utilities. 

Introduced by New Mexico 
during the 1970s oil crisis, 
the abbreviated school week 
is gaining fresh momentum 
in states and districts 
hurt by the economic 
downturn. Select districts 
in about 17 states already 
follow a four-day week 
and legislators in Florida, 
Georgia, Indiana, Maine, 
Missouri and Washington 
have introduced similar 
proposals. 

“It’s happening primarily 
because of the economic 
situation,” said Gale Gaines, 
vice president for state 
services at the Southern 
Regional Education Board. 
“Schools and districts are 
trying to work as efficiently 
as possible.” 

While there’s still debate 
about how much districts 
will save, proponents 
say the shortened week 
can improve attendance 
and teacher retention. As 
for academics, studies 
have shown the four-day 
schedule does not hinder 
student achievement, and 
may even help improve test 
scores. 

Some districts have even 
reported fewer disciplinary 
referrals and more

classroom participation. 
“It’s hard to get to the 
why, of course, because so 
many things affect student 
achievement,” said Andrea 
D. Beesley ofMid-continent 
Research for Education and 
Learning in Denver. 

State laws govern how 
many days students must 
attend class each year. 
In places where four- 
day weeks are allowed, 
districts are required to 
hold an equivalent number 
of instructional hours. That 
typically means adding just 
over an hour of class each 
day. 

Critics worry, however, 
about burdening working 
parents with extra child care 
costs, and question whether 
students — especially 
younger ones in elementary 
school — can handle a 
longer school day without 
getting tired. 

Since the early 1970s, the 
four-day school week has 
primarily been adopted 
by small, rural districts 


that shuttle students long 
distances. 

The idea has especially 
taken hold in the Mountain 
states; in Colorado alone, 
about 60 districts are on 
a four-day school week 
this year. A 2006 Colorado 
Department of Education 
report on the four-day 
week said the initial reason 


for making the switch has 
generally been financial. 
These days, rural districts 
aren’t the only one 
considering the switch. 

In South Florida, the 
Broward County school 
district, just north of Miami, 
is considering the four-day 
week for its high schools. 
Officials in districts that 


have four-day school 
weeks caution that it falls 
short of being a magic 
bullet for school budgets. 
For example, even though 
a school may be without 
students, utilities must be 
kept on because it’s still 
a gathering place for the 
community and athletic 
competitions. □ 
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Texas rejects stimulus money for unemployed

HOUSTON - Texas Gov. Rick 
Perry announced Thursday 
he turned down $555 million 
of federal stimulus funding 
that would expand the state’s 
unemployment benefits, 
saying the money would 
have required the state to 
keep paying for the expanded 
benefits after the stimulus 
money ran out. 

Perry, an outspoken critic of 
President Barack Obama’s 
$787 billion stimulus bill, did 
accept most of the roughly 
$17 billion slated for Texas in 
the plan. But he turned down 
the unemployment benefits 
because he said it would 
require the state to increase

the tax burden on Texas 
businesses. 

“During these tough times, 
Texas employers are working 
harder than ever to move 
products to market, make 
payroll and create jobs,” Perry 
said at a news conference. 
“The last thing they need 
is government burdening 
them with higher taxes and 
expanded obligations.” 

Other Republican governors 
have said they will turn down 
federal stimulus money, 
including Louisiana Gov. 
Bobby Jindal, who said he 
would not accept nearly 
$100 million to expand 
unemployment benefits. 
Moments after Perry said he 
would reject the money, the 


House Senate Committee 
on Federal Economic 
Stabilization Funding voted 
5-1 in favor of a motion 
encouraging the Legislature to 
make the necessary changes to 
enable the state to receive $555 
million. Republican Rep. Jim 
Pitts, chairman of the powerful 
House Appropriations 

Committee, was among those 
voting in favor the motion. 
Perry’s announcement was 
immediately criticized by 
Democratic lawmakers and 
advocates for low-income 
residents. 

“Without this federal money, 
Texas businesses face 
increased unemployment 
insurance taxes in bad times, 
and without the modest 
reforms in state law required 
to get the federal money, about 
45,000 Texas workers will 
go without unemployment 
insurance,” said Don Baylor, 
a policy analyst for the Center 
for Public Policy Priorities.

Rescuers pulled one person 
from the water with another 
helicopter, while the remaining 
16 were still missing, officials 
said. 

The rescued man was flown to 
the Health Sciences Centre in 
St. John’s. Robert Decker of 
St. John’s was listed in critical 
but stable condition. 

Jeri Grychowski of the 
Rescue Co-ordination Centre 
in Halifax said a body was 
recovered at the same time. 
Two life-rafts were spotted in 
the water, but rescuers later 
confirmed they were empty. 
“The two life-rafts have been 
checked and there is nobody 
in them,” said Grychowski. 
“They’re still searching 
because they would have had 
their survival suits on.” 

The water temperature was 
zero Celsius. Major Denis 
McGuire of the rescue 
coordination center said the 
survival time if they were 
wearing a survival suit would 
be about 24 hours. 

The suits act like life 
vests and stay warm in 
temperatures around -22 
Fahrenheit. Everyone aboard 
the helicopter would have 
been required to wear such 
a suit, which are equipped 
with water-activated locator 
beacons. McGuire confirmed 
that searchers had picked 
up signals from the survival 
suits, but there was no sign of 
the people still missing. 
“Intensive search operations 
continue to be under way for 
the other passengers,” Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper said 
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in Parliament. “Our thoughts 
and prayers are with the 
families who are anxiously 
awaiting word on their loved 
ones.” 

The crash comes less than 
a month after a helicopter 
ferrying oil workers crashed 
into the North Sea. All 18 
aboard were rescued from the 
chilly waters after the aircraft 
landed upright a few hundred 
yards from the platform and 
was kept afloat by inflatable 
bags designed to deploy when 
the craft lands on water. 

The Super Puma helicopter 
involved in last month’s crash 
landed upright in the water, 
deploying flotation devices 
that opened like car air bags 
when the helicopter hit. The 
devices, installed over the last 
15 years, gave the crew time 
to escape onto life rafts. 

The S-92 Sikorsky helicopter 
that crashed in Canada went 
down 55 miles southeast of St. 
John’s, the provincial capital. 
It wasn’t immediately clear if it 
had the same type of inflatable 
bags that the helicopter in the 
North Sea had. “Mechanical 
problems were reported, but 
we don’t know the nature,” 
Transportation Safety Board 
of Canada spokeswoman Julie 
Leroux said.Q 


Chicago s Sears Tower to 
get new tenant, new name

CHICAGO (AP) — The tallest 
building in America is getting 
a new name. 

Chicago’s Sears Tower will 
be renamed Willis Tower after 
London-based Willis Group 
Holdings. The insurance 
broker announced the name 
change and other details of its 
agreement with the building’s 
owners Thursday. 

It’s all part of a deal with 
London-based Willis Group 
Holdings. Along with moving 
500 employees into 140,000 
square feet on multiple floors 
of the 110-story building this 
summer, the Willis Group gets 
the naming rights as part of its 
lease agreement with the real 
estate investment group that 
owns Sears Tower. 

The name change isn’t the first 
in recent years for Chicago. In 
2006, the city’s State Street 
shopping district saw Marshall 
Field’s department store 
become Macy’s and in 2003 
the White Sox stopped playing 
baseball at U.S. Cellular Field 


instead of Comiskey Park. 
“We certainly appreciate and 
understand the sentimental 
attraction to the Sears Tower 
name, and it’s certainly a 
Chicago icon,” said Will 
Thoretz, a spokesman in New 
York for Willis Holdings 
Group. “Our move into 
Chicago is a good thing for the 
city. We’re bringing hundreds 
of jobs into the city.” 

The company is not paying 
extra for naming rights to the 
tower, Thoretz said. 

“We asked for the naming 
rights,” Thoretz said. “There 
was no additional cost to us.” 
The insurance broker will 
occupy more than 140,000 
square feet at $14.50 a square 
foot. Willis is moving five 
local offices into the building. 
The move is expected to be 
completed by late summer. 
Sears Tower first opened 
in 1973 with the building’s 
original occupant, Sears 
Roebuck and Co. Sears moved 
its headquarters to the Chicago 
suburb of Hoffman Estates in 
1992.

Some of his relatives collapsed 
and had to be helped out of 
the courthouse.

Other family members shouted 
insults against Prime Minister 
Nouri al-Maliki. 

“The verdict came from al- 
Maliki, signed and sealed,” 
said one of al-Zeidi’s relatives 
who declined to give her name. 
She said her view was shared 
by the entire family. 


Al-Zeidi’s brazen act, which 
occurred during a Dec. 14 
news conference by Bush 
and al-Maliki, turned the 
young reporter into a folk 
hero in Iraq and across the 
Arab world, where the former 
president is reviled for his 
policies, especially the U.S.- 
led invasion of Iraq in 2003. 
Al-Zeidi belongs to Iraq’s 
majority Shiites, who rose 
to a position of power as a 
result of the U.S. toppling 
of Saddam Hussein, which 
brought to an end decades of 
Sunni domination. Still, the 
journalist has said he was 
angry over civilian suffering 
during the war. 

The speed of his trial — two 
relatively brief hearings — is 
likely to feed widespread 
suspicion among Iraqis that 
al-Maliki’s government 

orchestrated the process, 
although defense lawyers said 
they had no evidence of any 
interference. 

Reporters Without Borders, a 
Paris-based group dedicated 


to the protection of journalists 
worldwide, condemned 

Thursday’s verdict. “The 
sentence is cynical in a 
country where so many of the 
people who kill journalists are 
never brought to justice. We 
call for his release,” it said in 
a statement. 

Many Iraqis interviewed 
after the verdict believed the 
sentence was too harsh and 
that al-Zeidi was a hero for 
standing up to the American 
president. 

During Thursday’s 

proceedings, chief defense 
attorney Dhia al-Saadi moved 
that the charges be dismissed, 
saying al-Zeidi’s act was “an 
expression of freedom” and 
was not a crime. 

“It was an act of throwing a 
shoe not a rocket,” he told 
the court. “It was meant as an 
insult to the occupation.” 
Al-Zeidi, wearing a beige suit 
over a brown shirt and brown 
leather shoes, then entered a 
plea of not guilty. 

Judge Abdul-Amir al-Rubaie 


cleared the courtroom of all 
spectators and announced the 
verdict, which was relayed to 
reporters and family members 
by defense lawyers and a court 
official. 

“At that moment, I saw nothing 
but Bush, and I felt the blood 
of the innocents flowing under 
his feet while he was smiling 
that smile,” defense lawyers 
quoted al-Zeidi as saying. 
Court spokesman Abdul- 

Sattar Bayrkdar said al- 
Zeidi received the minimum 
sentence for the charge, which 
could have sent him to prison 
for 15 years. His lawyers said 
they would appeal. 

“The sentence was 
unexpectedly harsh,” said 
Yehya al-Eitabi, one of some 
two dozen defense lawyers who 
attended Thursday’s hearing 
in a crowded courtroom. 

A spokesman for the former 
U.S. president, Rob Saliterman, 
declined to comment on the 
conviction, saying only that 
“this is a matter for the Iraqi

Dutch police attest seven 
suspected of planning attack

AMSTERDAM (AP) — 
Dutch police have arrested 
seven people suspected of 
preparing a terrorist attack 
in Amsterdam, including a 
relative of one of the attackers 
who died in the 2004 bombings 
in Madrid. 

Mayor Job Cohen said police 
were acting on an anonymous 
tip that warned an Ikea outlet 
or other stores in the southeast 
of the city might be targeted. 

44 It wasn’t a regular bomb 
warning, but a warning of 
a planned action aimed at 
creating casualties in shops,” 
Cohen said late Thursday. 
44 Men were planning to put 
explosives in the shops and 
wanted to cause casualties in 
busy places,” he said. 

Police received the tip 
Wednesday night from an 
unregistered cell phone in 
Belgium. The tip also included 
names of one suspect and 
locations for police to search. 
Early Thursday, authorities 
shut down a major Amsterdam 
shopping street near the ArenA 
soccer stadium and sealed 
off the nearby Ikea store. A 
concert by the American band 
44 The Killers” was canceled. 
District Attorney Herman 
Bolhaar said six men and one 
woman, aged 19-64, were 


arrested in Amsterdam. All are 
Dutch nationals of Moroccan 
ancestry. 

44 As far as we can tell, none 
involved has a history of 
terrorist involvement,” he 
said at a news conference, 
though one suspect is related 
to 44 a person who exactly five 
years ago was involved in the 
attack in Madrid.” 

Police Commissioner Bernard 
Welten said the suspect’s 
relative died shortly after the 
Madrid attacks 44 as a result of 
a suicide action.” 

Names of the suspects were 
not released. 

Law enforcement officials in 
Belgium and the Netherlands 
have raided a number of 
houses in the investigation. 
Police declined to say whether 
any explosives were found. 
The Dutch anti-terrorism 
coordinator’s office said 
national threat levels had not 
been changed as a result of 
Thursday’s events.

Blaner: MIS should switch 
to traditional schedule

MANCHESTER, England (AP) — FIFA 
president Sepp Blatter wants Major League 
Soccer to switch to a traditional schedule 
that starts in late summer and ends in the late 
spring. 

Currently, several MLS teams share stadiums 
with NFL teams and don’t have access to arenas 
on many weekends in the autumn. The schedule 
creates difficulty when players transfer from 
MLS to Europe and back and causes MLS 
matches to be played on days set aside by FIFA 
for national teams. 

“American football plays in winter, so they can 
only play from March to October, which means 
you are not in the right season,” Blatter said 
on Wednesday. “The best American players are 
playing here, and this is the basic problem with 
the MLS.” 

MLS has said it hopes to eventually make the 
switch but it can’t for now because it shares 


several stadiums with NFL teams. Eight MLS 
teams are in football stadiums built for the 
league, two share with NFL teams that are 
controlled by the same owners as the football 
club, and New York shares with NFL teams 
through 2009 before moving into its own 
stadium. 

DC United plays in a city-owned ground where 
it was the primary tenant, Houston was at 
the University of Houston’s college football 
stadium and San Jose and Kansas City are at 
temporary homes. 

“This league was founded after the 1994 World 
Cup, but is still struggling to get the position 
they should have according to the number of 
football players there are in the United States,” 
Blatter said. 

“It has the highest number of young players 
in any sport. But the league has not found yet 
its position. It can only find its position if the 
league has its own stadiums.”□

“I couldn’t say no,” Johnson 
said.

The day he 
arrived, Johnson led his new 
team through a workout. 

The next day, he escorted the 
players to Ryan Eenhoorn’s 
funeral. Weeks later, with 
a grieving Robert back in 
the dugout, the Netherlands 
beat Greece 2-0 to claim

the European title. Johnson 
became Eenhoorn’s bench 
coach and stayed with the 
team through the 2004 Athens 
Olympics. 

Seeing baseball played, and 
enjoyed, in countries like 
France, Spain and Russia 
renewed Johnson’s passion 
for the game. 

“It was a very enjoyable 
experience,” Johnson said. 
“To know that these countries 
even had baseball, I couldn’t 
believe. It was just wonderful. 
I love baseball and it brought 
back a lot of good memories. 
It was really something in my 
life. At that time, it was really 
important for me. 

“It’s amazing to see these 
countries that you would never 
even think had a ball team,” 
Johnson said. “I mean, Czech 
Republic, are you kidding 
me? They have a great facility 
there.” 

He also got a kick out of the 
differences. IntheNetherlands, 
‘honkbal’ games are alive with 
music and family picnics. 

“It’s a totally different 
environment, a ball game 
over there, for the fans,” 
Johnson said. “It’s kind of like 
a football game is going on.

Las ensambladoras de Toyota, Mitsubishi y Hyundai 
en Venezuela estan paralizadas por conflictos laborales, 
mientras que las autoridades han limitado la importacion 
y acentuado la escasez de vehiculos nuevos en un mercado 
con alta demanda.
